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EXCEL Campaign 


bee campaigning nudged over the $1 million 
mark in mid-January as South Carolina Synod 
churches began organizing for their part in the 
Presbyterian College effort to meet its immediate 
$5 million needs in the months ahead. 

Of the amount already subscribed, $745,173 has 
come from the local Laurens County area (in- 
cluding $32,207 from faculty and staff), $119,534 
from trustees and $178,961 from other advanced 
special gifts. 

Some of this represents funds to be applied to- 
ward the Synod-authorized goal of $2 million from 
the churches of the state. The remainder of the 
$5 million needed for the proposed new library, 
physical education center, infirmary and adequate 
endowment will be sought from other corporate 
and individual sources. 

The advanced gifts work now underway 
throughout South Carolina comes as a preliminary 
to a series of area meetings designed to involve 
local church leadership. Sixteen of these area 
meetings are scheduled to cover each of the eight

Computer Science Debuts on Campus 


(coaer science makes its 
debut on campus this semes- 
ter through registration and 
scheduling procedures and 
through an introductory course 
taught by the mathematics de- 
partment. 

The program is being con- 
ducted in cooperation with Clin- 
ton Mills, which provides the 
use of its IBM 360 Model 20 com- 
puter. 

William S. Cannon, associate 
mathematics professor who is 
acting coordinator of computer 
activities, computerized the re- 
cent second semester registration 
details and cut the routine from 
a day-long chore to less than two 
hours. It freed time for more 
thorough counseling between 
faculty advisers and students 
planning their semester’s work. 

So the efficient technique of 
the impersonal machine for 
routine procedures enhanced 
PC’s program of individual per- 
sonal attention. 


Further use of this equipment 
—even on the proposed limited 
scale — will increase the speed 
and accuracy of the registrar’s 
office in grade processing, in 
preparation of class and course 
rosters, and in future scheduling, 

The course, Mathematics 321 
entitled “Introduction to Com- 
puter Science,” is being taught 
by Cannon, who spent the past 
summer studying the subject at 
Appalachian State University. 
He said it is designed as a gen- 
eral information course for all 
students interested in a basic 
understanding of computers. 

Offered as a three-hour junior- 
senior elective, the course was 
inaugurated this second se- 
mester with an enrollment of 25. 
Besides study of the theory and 
techniques of computers and 
data processing equipment, stu- 
dents will be given some prac- 
tical experience in programing 
minor projects and running 
these projects on the computer. 


Three Oil Companies 


Gifts totaling $6,000 from three 
oil companies have been re- 
ceived recently by Presbyterian 
College as the result of corporate 
aid-to-educational programs. 

A $2,500 grant from the Amer- 
ican Oil Foundation will be used 
to underwrite scholarships to 
needy students. Another $2,500

grant, this one from the Esso 
Education Foundation, will pro- 
vide equipment for the language 
laboratory. 

Meanwhile, over in the physics 
department, there’s a new $1,000 
departmental assistant grant 
from Gulf Oil Corporation. It 
also is designated for equipment. 


Annual Giving Scores Record $153,138 


S etting another new record for 
the sixth straight year, Pres- 
byterian College’s nationally 
cited Annual Giving program 
raised $153,138 in 1968. 

A total of 1,569 alumni and 
friends. joined in pushing the 
program over its $150,000 goal 
and almost 15 percent ahead of 
the previous year’s $135,575. 

In marking the tenth anni- 
versary of Annual Giving em- 
phasis at PC, the records show 
a grand total of $852,039 raised 
through this source since 1959. 

Alumni provided the spark for 
1968 Annual Giving. Thirty-one 
percent joined the program and 
contributed $72,092 with 1,054 
individual gifts. They also help- 
ed to claim $5,211 in matching 
funds through 29 corporate gifts. 
Parents gave $15,804; the PC 
Associates, composed of faculty 
and staff and members of the 
boards of trustees and visitors, 
added $11,271; and 300 friends 
produced the final $48,761. 

Support such as this from PC’s 
relatively small alumni body of 
3,400 has gained for the college 
national recognition from the 
American Alumni Council — in- 
cluding a US Steel Foundation 
first-place award. 

Among the major objectives 
the Walter Johnson Club share 
amounted to $44,000 in 1968. It 
topped a $42,500 goal.

Summer School to Offer Graduate Credit 


More than 50 courses in 15 departments, including some graduate 
work, will be offered again this year in PC’s 1969 summer school. 

The dates: First term — June 2-July 9; Second term — July 10- 
August 15. Students may attend either or both of the five-days-a- 
week sessions and receive a maximum of six hours’ credit for each 
session (seven hours if a laboratory science is taken). 

Continuing the program inaugurated last summer, graduate 
credit will be offered in cooperation with Clemson University. These 
four courses in education and special education are designed pri- 
marily for teachers seeking to qualify for teaching certificates and 
for re-certification. 

Dr. W. Fred Chapman, 1968 summer director who becomes 
academic dean in May, points out that high school graduates may 
expedite their college education by beginning their freshman year at 
summer school. 
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
